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Introduction 


Population estimates 1980 gives figures 
for England and Wales, and constituent 
areas, which are consistent with those 
given in the 1979 volume. It should be 
noted that these figures are independent 
of the counts of persons present pub- 
lished in the Census 1981 Preliminary 
report on 30 June 1981 and will not be 


revised to take account of those figures. 


Retrospective revisions of all 1971-80 
estimates using the final results from 
the 1981 Census will be prepared in due 
course. These population estimates are 
of persons resident in an area and 
therefore cannot be directly compared 
with census counts of persons present, 
but some checks were done on the mid- 
1980 population estimates by adjusting 
them to correspond approximately to the 
census count of persons present on 5 
April 1981. This is discussed in the 
Preliminary report. 


Methodology 


The methodology used in making England 
and Wales estimates was described in 
Population estimates 1979. That used for 
tne sub-national estimates is fully 
described in OPCS Occasional Paper 18, 
Local authority population estimates 
methodology, which is available from 
OPCS, price 75p. 


Related publications 


The OPCS quarterly journal Population 
Trends always contains commentary and 
tables of population estimates, and from 
time to time has articles related to the 
making of population estimates. The most 
recent such article, ‘Estimating the 
population of local authorities' in 
Number 20, described the methods and 
rationale of the OPCS population 
estimates. 


The Census 1981 Preliminary report 
contained a seven-page commentary on 


population changes between 1971 and 1981. 


This was elaborated on in an article in 
Population Trends 25.

Commentary 


The rate of population increase for 
England and Wales accelerated during the 
period mid-1979 to mid-1980 mainly 
because of a higher birth rate. 

In contrast to earlier years, the overall 
effect of migration was negligible in 
that the number of immigrants was only 
slightly greater than the number of 
emigrants. 


Sub-nationally, as can be seen in Table 4 
(see page 12), migration is the dominant 
factor in determining the rate of popula- 
tion growth or decline. The geographical 
pattern of population change is much the 
same as in previous years although the 
rate of change for the growth regions 
(East Anglia, the South West and the 

East Midlands) seems to be decreasing. 


The most rapidly growing and most 
rapidly declining districts are shown 
in Table B. Some of these may be

due to special factors such as students 
and armed forces, but it is not surpris- 
ing to find the new towns of Milton 
Keynes and Redditch growing rapidly or 
the Inner London boroughs declining. The 
decrease in the population of Corby, 
which is still classed as a new town, 
may be associated with the decline of 
the steel industry. 


Although the overall change in the 
population of England and Wales is small, 
there are significant variations for 
particular age-groups mainly because of 
the different birth rates at various 
times in the past. The figures in Table A 
show the effect of the high birth rates 
of the mid-1960s, compared to recent 
years, in that the size of the potential 
labour force (those aged 16-64/59) is 
increasing while the number of school- 
age children is decreasing.
